The  Boaril  has,  howe\er,  bv  resolu- 
tion  become  enrolled  as  a  branch  of  the  "Bi'itish  and  Colonial 
Union,"  and  H.  C.  Beetim,  Ks((.,  as  our  representative  has  been 
admitted  to  niend)ership  of  said  Cnion. 

DAILY  MAIL,  l'U(}LT  SOl'ND. 

In  the  report  of  last  year  the  subject  of  a  daily  mail  be- 
tween Puget  Sound  and  British  Columbia  was  ]>laced  before 
you,  as  also  the  petition  forwarded  from  the  various  .sections 
of  the  Province  to  the  (Jttawa  Government,  since  then  nothing 
has  been  done  by  the  government  in  the  direction  .sought, 
although  we  are  pleased   to  state  tliat  we  are  indebted   to  the 
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"Oregon  Railway  and  Navigation  Company"  for  their  enter- 
prise in  making  the  service  tri-weekly  in  lieu  of  semi-weekly 
as  heretofore,  and  judging  from  the  fact  that  said  service  is 
maintain"(l  without  any  addition  to  the  mail  subsidy  it  is  in- 
ferential that  this  increased  service  is  sufficiently  lucrative  to 
warrant  its  continuance,  and  thus  enable  many  persons  to 
visit  the  city  of  Victoria  to  the  advantaije  of  all  and  the  in- 
crease  of  trade.  The  Council  is  still  in  liopes  that  the  Fed- 
eral Go\eriniient  will  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition  and 
thus  secure  a  daily  mail  service  to  Puget  Sound. 

gl'AllANTINE   MATTERS. 

The  subject  of  (puirantine  has  engaged  much  time  of  the 
Council,  from  the  .'Jrd  June,  bS.Si,  up  to  the  present  moment, 
correspondence  has  been  exchanged  between  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Boaril;  copies  of  Rules  and  Regulations 
have  been  received,  and  under  date  '2'2nd  July  last  a  letter 
was  addressed  to  the  minister  calling  attention  to  clause  5  of 
the  "Terms  of  Tniim,"  ami  asking  to  be  informed  if  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  departuu'nt  to  establish  a  (juarantine  station 
at  the  port  of  Victoria  with  necessary  Quarantine  Hospital. 
"In  rei)lv  dated  Kith  Auuust  last  we  were  informed  that  there 
was  no  ])arliamentary  grant  which  would  enable  him  to  estab- 
lish a  (|uarantine  in  British  Columbia  but  expressed  an  inten- 
tion to  hriii!'-  tlu'  matter  bi'forc  His  E.xcellencv  the  Governor- 
General  in  C'ouncil  at  an  early  date  for  consideration  next  ses- 
sion," (i.  e.,  the  session  just  passed)  and  which  resulted  in  the 
trivial  provision  of  .SoOOO;  it  is  therefore  highly  desirable  that 
this  matter  be  persistently  ])ressi'd  until  such  time  as  we  get 
an  efficient  Quarantine  Hospital  and  station. 

ROCKS  IX  VKTOIMA  HARBOR. 

Since  last  reporting  upon  this  matter  the  Donunion  Gov- 
ernment Auent,  Hon.  J.  W.  Trutch,  actinu'  under  instructions 
from  Ottawa,  has  continued  the  work  of  removing  Beaver 
rock,  and  sufficient  of  the  rock  has  been  taken  away  to  secure 
a  de])th  of  ['2  feet  six  inclns  at  low  water,  ordinary  springs, 
which  was  as  much  as  couJil  1k>  done  by  day's  work  vvith 
amount  of  xote  for  that  purpose,  and  as  chargeable  against  the 
contractor.  Representaticm,  however,  has  been  made  by  the 
Board  with  t  le  object  of  inducino-  the  Government  to  let  a 
further  contv  ct  for  increasing  the  depth  to  14  feet  (as  called 
for  in  original  contract)  and  also  requesting  that  the  removal 
of  Tuzo  and  Dredger  rocks  be  included  in  said  contract. 
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"BRITISH  AND  COLONIAL  rNION." 

Much  corruspondenee  luis  taken  place  between  the  Board 
an<l  our  delegate,  H.  ('.  B.,  E.s(|.,in  regard  to  Itusinessdiseussed

1(S(SI,  and  statiniLi,-  thfit  reinnlations  therein  contained  would  he 
enforced  on  and  after  1st  Deeeniher,  I(S,S|.  "A  committee  was 
appointcil  and  reported  to  the  eti'ect  that  the  Civic  Authori- 
ties had  res(^]ved  to  take  the  necessary  ste))s  in  the  matter, 
and  that  so  soon  as  they  shall  have  had  time  to  aseei'tain  from 
other  cities  tiie  measures  usually  adoi)ted  in  such  cases  thev 
will  lose  no  time  in  ett'ecting-  the  passage  of  a  By-Law  which 
shall  make  every  jirovision  to  meet  the  re<|uirements  of  the 
order  in  council  referred  to  and  thus  render  it  unnecessary  for 
the  Inland  Revenue  I)e])artment  to  enforce  any  order  under 
the  Dominion  Act." 

G.  M.  SI'ltOAT  RE  EAGLE  I'ASS. 

In  NovemV)er  last  Mr.  Sproat  addressed  the  Board  on  tlie 
suV)ject  of  "securino-^the  construction  of  a  short  line  of  rail- 
way so  as  to  connect  Shuswap  Lake  with  the  Cohnuhia  River, 
and  also  for  construction  to  proceed  continuously  from  th(; 
Columhia  River  end  of  Eai>'le  Pass  with  a  view  to  fostcn'ino; 
our  trade."  This  matter  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
committee  to  report. 

OFFICIAL   MAP   OF   THE    PROVINCE. 

In  December  last  the  matter  of  issuing  a  now  map  of  the 
Province  was  discussed  and  deemed  advisable.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  interview  the  Lo.?al  Government,  iind  subse- 
(juently  reported  that  the  Government  had  the  matter  in  hand 
and  would  give  it  the  expedition  its  importance  demanded. 

FISHERIES. 

It  was  considered  by  the  council  necessary,  in  view  of  the 
increasing  number  of  canning  establishments,  to  take  steps 
to  place  them  under  proper  license  and  supervision  in  keeping 
with  the  various  clauses  of  the  "  Fishery  Acts  of  Canada," 
under  the  Inspector  for  the  Province  (A.  C.  Anflerson,  Es(|.,) 
with  a  view  to  reeulatino-  the  number  of  canneries  on  rivers, 
the  licensing  of  them  and  precautionary  measures  for  preserv- 
ing the  fish,  &c.  A  connuittee  was  appointed  who  drafted  a 
very  able  report  upon  the  subject  which  was  printed  in 
pamphlet  form  and  issued  to  every  member  of  the  Board  in 
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January,  so  that  it  is  needless  to  say  much  more  upon  this 
vahiable  resource  of  our  Province,  except  that  it  is  gratifyinrr 
to  know  tliat  tlie  Dominion  (iovernment  liave  so  far  reaarded 
tlie  action  of  tlie  Board  as  to  place  a  sum  upon  the  Estimates 
for  the  establishment  of  a  hatchery  on  the  Fraser,  and  which 
we  trust  will  he  of  the  m^cessary  productive  capacity  ($4000.) 


STAMP  ACT. 

Partly  owing  to  the  action  of  this  Boarc 
agitation  in  th.'  Eastern  Provinces,  the  Act  42 
assented  to  loth  May,  I<S7J>,  being  ''an  Act  to

l)REDGlN(i  Ol'  VICTORIA  HARBOR. 

During  tlie  past  six  months  the  Dredger  has  been  kept 
pretty  w(dl  employed  in  deepening  the  harbor  abreast  of  the 
wharves  from  the  south  end  of  the  Hudson  Bay  wharf  to  the 
(.'xtreme  of  Spratt's  wharf,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
(conveyed  to  Hon.  J.  W.  Trutch)  the  services  of  the  Dredger 
could  in  this  manner  most  advantageously  be  used  from  a 
trade  and  conmierce  point  of  view.  The  Dredger  is  now  doing 
good  service  at  Shoal  Point,  near  the  Entrance  of  the  harbor, 
as  we  subsequently  learn  from  Mr.  Trutch  that  the  cost  per 
cubic  yard,  whilst  dredging  in  the  vicinity  of  the  wharves, 
would  be  so  much  incrctised  on  account  of  the  distance  of  the 
dumping  ground  from  the  scene  of  operation  as  to  preclude 
the  possibility  of  continuing  the  work  originally  suggested. 

DELAYED  PAYMENTS,  DRAWBACK  ON  TIN. 

At  the  instance  of  the  British  Columbia  Packing  Com- 
pany, dated  27th  February,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate into  and  report  upon  the  subject  of  customs  delay  at 
Ottawa  in  payments  of  drawback  on  tin-plate  used  in  canning 
and  exported  foreign,  and  further  to  draft  a  resolution  and 
memorial  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Customs  Department  at 
Ottawa. 

BEAVER  ROCK,  (INNER  CHANNEL.) 

Under  date  of  17th  March,  1882,  we  are  in  receipt  of  a 
report,  furnished  by  Capt.  Devereux  to  the  Hon.  J.  W.  Trutch,

l'.\U('EI-S  POST. 

An  application  was  made  •24th  Aj^ril  to  the  Postmaster 
(General  asking  that  the  parcel  post  he  increased  from  2  to  5 
ll)s.  to  J5ritish  Columbia;  "a  re[)ly,  dated  bStli  May,  expresses 
willingness  to  comply  should  lie  find  circumstances  of  the  case 
will  permit  him  to  do  .so." 

FISHERY  EXTlllUTIOXS. 

One  was  lield  in  Edinburgh  in  April  of  the  pti:sent  year. 
Circulars  and  posters  in  reference  to  the  same  were  published 
in  the  Board  Room  and  (Justom  House  l)ut  which  did  not  in- 
<luce  those  in  British  (/olumbia  to  participate.  There  is,  how- 
ever, to  be  another  in  London,  Great  Britain,  in  May,  JS.S.'J, 
styled  "Great  International  Fisheries  Exhibition."  "A  reso- 
lution has  been  passed,  by  your  council,  with  the  knowledge 
and  concurrence  of  the  Local  (iovernment,  that  the  Board  of 
Trade  take  in  hand  the  management  and  collection  of  exhibits 
for  sai<l  Exhibition  froiM  this  Province,  and  a  s])ecial  commit- 
tee be  appointe(l  to  carry  out  the  same  (reporting  from  time 
to  time  to  the  council)  and  arrans^e  matters  as  to  wavs  and 
means." 

The  connnittee  so  appointed  are: — R.  P.  Rithet,  Esq.;  M. 
T.  Johnston,  E.s(j.;  Robert  Ward,  Esq.;  J.  H.  Todd,  Esq.,  and 
Thomas,  Earle  Esq. 

Letters  have  been  addressed  to  the  Comhassioner  of  Fish- 
eries at  Ottawa  informino-  hiui  of  the  intention  of  this  Pro- 
vince  to  participate  in  said  exhibition,  and  recpiesting  infor- 
mation as  to  arrangements  made  in  regard  to  the  conveyance 
of  articles  from  Canada  and  the  Provinces  to  thf'ir  destination, 
and  also  asking  what  proportion  of  the  "money  grant"  (i.  e. 
Dominion)  will  be  set  aside  for  the  Province  of  British  Co- 
lumbia to  assist  in  defraying  expense  6f  collections  as  laid 
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down  ill  tlu'  "Classiiioition  and  Rooulations."  A  tek'oranj 
lias  since  been  sent  h\  tlic  IJojird  tlirouiih  Hon.  Amor  DcC^os- 
iiios,  M.  I*.,  to  the  same  etleet,  and  statin^'  tliat  Board  of  Trade 
is  wiilinu"  to  und(  rtakt;  management  in  this  Province  and  co- 
openite  witli  Inspector  of  Kislieries.  A  U'tter  lias  also  heen 
ad(h'essed  to  tile  lVo\incial  Secretary  ajiprizinjj;'  him  of  the 
action  tal<en  with  copies  of  corrcs])ondence.

Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  (/onunoris  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: 

I.  The  pil(jta<je  authoiitv  for  any  district  shall  in  all 
cases  of  in(iuiry  or  investigation  to  be  made  by  them  unde>' 
"  The  Pilotage  Act,  IS7'3,"  or  any  amendment  thereof  (all 
which  are  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "the  said  Acts,")  or  under 
any  other  Act  or  law,  have  full  power  to  examine  any  person 
appearing  before  them  to  give  evidence  in  such  case,  on  oath, 
and  such  oath  may  be  administered  by  any  mend)er  of  such 
pilotage  authority  present  at  such  inquiry  or  investigation  ;

from  the  date  thereof,  and  may  in  their  discretion  after  the

().  All  pilots  shall  pay  to  the  Pilotage  Authority  of  the 
respective  districts  for  which  they  are  licensed,  or  as  such  Au- 
thority directs,  such  fees  u]ion  such  renewals  as  may  he,  from 
time  to  time,  fixed  for  that  purj)o.se  hy  such  Authority  with 
the  consent  of  the  Governor  in  (.\)iincil  ;  such  fi'cs  to  he  a])- 
plied  in  the  manner  prescril)ed  hy  the  sixty-seventh  secticm  of 
the  Act  of  one  thousand  ei<>ht  hundred  and  seventv-three 
hereby  amended. 

7.  No  licensed  pilot  shall  he  hereafter  appointe<l  to  act

An  Act   to    Amend  "Tmk  Gknkral  P(H!T  Waudkns'   A(  t, 
l(S74."     A,s.seiit(Ml  to  17tli  May,  lcS.S2. 

In  anien<liiM'iit  of  "  Tliu  (icncral  Port  Wardens'  Act, 
lS74,"H('r  Majesty,  liy  and  witli  tlie  advice;  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Connnons  of  Canada,  declares  and 
enacts  as  follows : 

1.  Section  eiohteen  of  said  Act  is  repealed,  and  tlio  fol- 
lowing' siibstitntiMl  therefor  : 

l(S.  "  If  the  consignee  of  a  ves.sel  or  car<^o,  or  other  per- 
.son  at  whose  recjuisition  any  proceeding  ought  to  he  taken 
under  this  Act,  cannot  he  found  or  cannot  he  connnunicated 
with  hv  the  Port  Warden  hefore  or  at  the  time  at  which  it  is 
necessary  that  such  proceedings  should  ho  taken  to  avoid  lo.ss 
or  damage  to  the  party  or  parties  interested  in  such  vessel  or 
cargo,  the  Port  Warden  may  initiate  proceedings  in  such  case 
and  hold  surveys  and  ohtain  process  under  thi.s  Act,  as  if  re- 
quired by  the  proper  parties  under  this  Act." 

2.  The  Port  Warden  has,  and  is  hereby  declared  t(j  have 
had,  from  the  passing  of  the  Act  hereby  amended,  power  to 
appoint  a  deputy  or  deputies,  and  to  remove  him  or  them  at 
his  pleasure,  and  shall  be  responsible  [for  his  or  their  conduct 
as  such  deputy  or  deputies  ;  and  whenever  the  Port  Warden 
is  mentioned  in  any  provision  in  the  said  Act,  such  provision 
shall  always  be  understood  to  have  applied  and  to  applyto 
any  deputy  he  may  have  appointed.

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THE  FISHERIES— Appendix  No.  X. 

The  following  extracts  an-  taken  from  tlu'  report  of  Alex. 
C.  Anderson,  Es<i.,  Inspector  of  Fisheries  for  this  Province,  for 
the  year  ending  .'ilst  Deceiiiher,  ISSI  : 

FuASEli.  There  has  hcen  a  very  large  increase  on  the 
yield  of  the  ])receiling  season ;  arising  from  the  extension  of 
the  fishing  industry  ])artly,  and  ])artly  from  the  co])ious  run 
of  salmon  upon  the  Eraser,  which  this  y«'ar  cnaliled  the  can- 
ners  there  to  secure  a  (juantity  of  that  fish  far  in  excess  of 
any  previous  year.  From  all  sources  there  appears,  in  the  im- 
portant article  of  "  cainied  sahnon  "  alone,  a  total  of  177,270 
cases,  against  ()1,4S!)  in  ISSO,  an  incrtiase  of  II  r),427  cases, 
(each  containing  four  dozen  one-pound  cans).  The  caruieries 
upon  the  Eraser,  however,  notwithstanding  the  ahundance  ol 
tish,  were  not  worked  up  to  their  full  capacity,  »twing  to  the 
tleticiencv  of  lahor,  arisinu'  from  the  increased  demand  f(»r 
railway  and  other  purposes.  Hence,  too,  the  cost  of  putting 
up  the  fish  was  somewhat  increased.  Withal,  the  caiujcry 
proprietors  have  had  a  prosperous  season,  and  it  is  satisfactory 
to  know  that  a  ready  market,  at  remunerative  prices,  has  re- 
warded their  enterprise.  The  early  spring  run  of  large  salmon 
was  very  limited,  so  that  none  of  tlie  camu'ries  could  atl'ord  to 
fish  for  them.  This  deliciency  was,  however,  amply  compen- 
sated hy  the  subsiMjuent  runs  which  com})ose  the  staple  pro- 
ducts of  this  river.  The  largest  salmon  known  to  he  caught 
in  the  Fraser  during  the  past  sunnner  (liSSl),  weighed  (io 
pounds.  Several  labor-saving  contrivances  have  been  intro- 
duced, and  it  is  satisfactory  to  add  that  all  the  machinery 
connected  with  such  improvements  was  made;  in  the  province. 

BuRRARD  Inlet. — A  joint  stock  company  has  been  formed 
at  Coal  Harbor.  The  object  being  to  extract  Hsh  oils, 
and  dry  the  scrap  for  shipment — th(^  value  of  the  latter  in 
Liverpool  is  said  to  be  from  $l]r>  to  i?40  per  American  ton — 
the  operations  so  far  have  \men  principally  contined  to  herring, 
from  which  some  20,000  gallons  of  oil  have  been  secured,  but 
of  the  scraps  only  a  small  proportion  is  in  marketable  condi- 
tion.    Outlay  for  preliminary  measures  about  $25,000. 

Salm(jn  River,  on  Vancouver  Island,  though  a  consider- 
able stream,  does  not  apparently  yield  a  large  supply  of  the 
richer  varieties  of  salmon,  which  are  alone  suitable  for  can- 
ning ;  large  quantities  of  tine  trout,  however,  may  be  caught 
here.

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At  Alkrt  liAY,  on  Coniorant  Islarxl,  where  a  fi,shin<jf  sta- 
tion lias  existed  for  some  time,  a  eaimery  has  been  estrMislied. 
The  sui)[)ly  of  fish  is  drawn  from  tlic  cstnary  of  the  Nimkish 
River  of  Vjinconvcr  Ishmd,  a  prolIHe  stream;  altlion^di  from 
this  cannery  tlie  pack  lias  heen  short  of  (!,()()()  eases,  there  is 
f^ood  earnest  of  futnre  success. 

The  Nass  ranks,  in  point  of  ma;j;nitude,  the  third  amon;jj 
our  ])rovineial  rivers,  issuinj;'  on  the  Pacific  C/oast,  the  Fraser 
and  Skeeiia  alone  exceedin^^jj  it.  It  is  easily  navi^oihle,  with 
larjnre  canoes,  for  a  distance  of  some  (iO  miles.  The  diannel 
m^ar  the  mouth  has  heen  buoyed,  and  steamers  drawing  ten 
ftH't  of  water  ascend  it  for  carLjo  as  far  as  (^roasdaile  &  ('O.'s 
cannery,  sonu;  twehe  miles  up.  In  1(S()5  a  steamer  of  light 
•draught  (the  "  Union")  ascended  it  for  many  miles  above  that 
point;  the  total  course  of  the  river  is  about  1. SO  miles,  the 
tide  ascending  it  for  some  20  miles.  The  operations  of  the 
establishment  abov(!  referred  to,  outside  of  the  Oolachan 
business,  had  been  previously  directed  to  the  salting  of  salmon 
for  exportation,  and  last  year  was  converted  into  a  cannery. 
In  this  new  branch  of  business  the  proprietors  have  been  mod- 
ately  successful — a  return  of  7,700  cases  being  the  (juota  con- 
tributed to  the  general  result  of  the  season.  The  Nass  River 
Fishing  Company  ( Welwood  k,  Co.),  occupy  a  position  lower 
down — their  business  has  hitherto  been  limited  to  the  salting 
of  fish,  and  they  have,  during  the  past  season,  jiut  up  several 
hundred  barrels  of  salmon,  with  about  the  same  quantity  of 
salted  Oolachans. 

Skeexa  —  . The  estuary  of  theSkeenais  divi<le(l  by  a  large 
island  into  two  channels,  upon  the  northern  of  which  the  Inver- 
ness cannery  is  seated.  The  portion  above  the  island  is  known 
as  Port  E.ssington,at  the  upjjer  extremity  of  which, about  fifteen 
miles  from  Inverness,  the  river  ma\  be  fairly  judged  to  com- 
mence. Near  this  point  the  Aberdeen  Cannery  is  situated,  and 
on  the  opposite  side  is  the  establishment  of  Mr.  Cunningham, 
where  a  few  hundred  barrels  of  salmon  are  annually  packed  for 
exportation.  The  yield  of  the  Skeena  for  the  past  year  (i.  e., 
l(SSl)  has  somewhat  exceeded  21,000  cases  of  canned  salmon, 
with  about  ()00  barrels  of  salted  salmon.  The  season  of  18tS2 
will  probably  witness  a  large  increase. 

Skihegate.  —  Passing  through  Pitt  Archipelago,  and  about 
()0  miles  from  Kit-Kahtla,  is  Ski<legate  Harbor,  on  Queen  Char- 
lotte  Islands,   where   the  Skidegate   Oil  Company   are  still 
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roTKhictiiirr  tlx'ir  ()[)('rntions  witli  success.  Tiic  fisli  fncii  wliicli 
tlic  oil  is('xtr»U't<'(|  is  u  small  sjx'cirs  of  shark,  locully  callrtl  tlic 
•  io;^^  tisli.or  iiiort'  sjM'cially  tlir  "pikr<l  don-tisli."  Two  (jualitirs 
of  the  oil  nro  sf'])anit('ly  procurcil,  (he  one  n  superior  (piality 
from  tlu'  livers  alone,  tli«'  otlier  from  the  careassj's  of  th*-  tish. 
The  jiriee  of  the  superior  (piality  of  oil,  deliveretl  into  store  at 
Ksfpiimalt,  will  he  ahout  00  cents  (or  ahout  2  (I  sterlim;;)  per 
imperial  j^^allon,  and  is  e((ual,  if  not  superior,  to  oil  supplied  to  11.

The  Act  81  Vic.,  Chaji.  oS,  intituled  "An  Act  respectinu- 
the  Navigation  of  Canadian  Waters,"  passed  22nd  May,  1M)!S, 
was  rcpealcfl  on  the  1st  September,  iSiSO,  by  the  Act  48  Vic, 
Chap.  2!),  intituled,  "An  Act  to  make  better  provision  res- 
pecting th((  Navigation  of  C'anadian  Waters,"  passed  7th  May, 
l!SiS(),  in  exereise  of  the  power  given  by  tlie  Act  of  tlie  Parlia- 
ment of  tlie  IJniti.Ml  Kingdom,  and  known  as  "The  Merchant 
Shipping  Act  Amendment  Act,  l.S()2."  The  la.st  mentioned 
Act  was  passed  by  tlie  Donunion  Parliament  on  the  joint 
recommendation  of  the  "Admiralty"  and  the  "Board  of  Trade."

ADDRESS  TO  HON.  SIR  CHARLES  TUPPER.- Appendix 

No.  XVL 

To  THE  Hon.  Siij  C'iiahles  Tuppeu,  C.  B.  K.  C.  M.  G.,  Minister 
OF  Railways  and  Canals  fok  the  Dominion  of  Canada: 

Sir,-  - 

1.  The  British  Colund»ia  Board  of  Trade  beg  to  express  to 
yourself  and  Lady  Tui)ner  the  uratitication  they  fetd  at  your 
presence  in  this  Province,  and  trust  that  your  tour  through 
the  Interior  has  been  a  ])leasant  one,  and  that  the  knoAvleclge 
nained  may  be  of  \alue  to  vou,  and  the  (iroveriniient  you  so 
ably  re])resent,  in  arriving  at  a  propter  understanding  of  any 
and  all  (|Uestioiis  wliich  may  arise  in  futun^  atleeting  the 
material  welfare  and  ])rogress  of  this  section  of  the  Dominion. 

2.  As  the  only  Board  of  Trade  at  present  constituted  in 
this  Province,  we  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  the 
following  matters  relative  to  tlie  interests  of  the  Trade  and 
ConnuLice  of  British  Cohnnbia  comino-  within  the  control  of 
the  Federal  Departments  of  the  Dominion. 
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•S.  Tlie  first  matter  of  iniportiiiifM',  in  wliicli  tlic  wliole  of 
the  Province  is  deeply  intereste<l,  is  tlie  slibjeet  ol'  tlie  Islnnil 
Railway  — a  subject  wliicli  liaslieeii  jtresscd  ujjontlie  |)()niini()n 
(jrovernnient  since  ItST'S.  Nut  only  has  the  non-coininencenient 
of  this  portion  of  the  (.'ana<lian  Pacific  Railway  heen  a  ^Tcat 
detriment  to  Vancouver  Island  owinu;  to  the  uncertainty 
wliich  it  has  im})orted  into  all  mercantile  arrann^'iiients.  hut  it 
has  also  driven  from  our  shores  a  lar^-e  nundier  of  intending' 
settlers  conse([Uent  upon  the  '"  locking-  up"  of  the  lands  of  this 
Island.  Our  persistency  on  this  suhject  can  hardly  he  won- 
<lered  at  in  view  of  the  (Carnarvon  Settlement  and  the 
relaxation  of  the  otlier  Terms  of  Union  which  was  admitted 
hy  that  settlement.  We  feel  assured,  however,  that  the 
present  Govennnent  will  do  all  that  they  can  to  remo\  e  the 
disadvantages  under  which  we  lahor  in  this  respect. 

4.  As  regards  the  (iravini;  Dock  we  are  jjlad  to  see  that 
this  important  work  is  now  })r()ceeding,  although  slowly:  and 
we  hope  you  may  he  ahle  to  urge  a  more  active  prosecution  of 
this  essential  to  our  Province. 

.').  We  regret  that  the  (lo\-ernment  saw  tit  to  remove  the 
Dredger  fnmi  Victoria  Harhor,  where  it  was  doing  valuahlc 
work,  as  the  Harhor  is  gradually  "silting  up,"  and  which  a 
very  small  amount  of  steady  dredi-'inu'  w(mld  entirely  i)revent. 
I  his,  at  tjie  present  time,  is  a  suhject  of  nnich  nii])ortance  on 
account  of  the  increasing  "shipping  interests"  of  the  Port  of 
Victoria,  and  we  hope  some  provision  will  he  made  to  prose- 
cute this  work  at  an  early  period.  Appreciating,  as  we  do, 
the  improvement  to  tlie  harhor  hy  the  removal  of  Beaver 
Rock,  just  completed,  we  trust  that  the  remaining  impediments 
to  navigation  may  shortly  he  rt  niove(l,  chief  among  which  we 
may  mention  Tuzo  and  Dredger  Rocks. 

().  The  present  system  of  Pilotage  Districts  leads  to  a 
great  deal  of  dis.satisfaction  on  the  part  of  Masters  of  vessels, 
owing  to  the  conflict  of  authorities  which  at  present  exist 
in  having  special  pilots  for  each  District.  Vt'ssels,  as  a  rule, 
call  at  this  Port  on  their  way  to  Hurrard  Inlet  and  Nanaimo, 
and  the  pilots  of  these  ports  are  put  to  mucli  unnecessary  ex- 
pense in  consequence  of  their  having  to  maintain  an  additional 
numher  of  pilot  vessels.  We  recommend  that  some  arrange- 
ment he  made  hy  whicli  ])il(>t  licenses  shall  exten<l  over  the 
three  Districts,  reserving  to  the  different  Boards  their  local 
authority.  We  have  already  endeavoured  to  arrange  such  a 
.scheme  hut  witliout  success. 
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7.  T)uriii<j;  til*'  visit  of  Mr.  Gisborno,  (icncral  Supt.  ot* 
'r('l»'L,'ra]jl)  and  Si^^fiial  Scrxice,  we  urged  u])()n  liiin  the  adyis- 
altility  of  laying  a  second  telegraph  ca))le  from  some  ])oint  on 
V'aneouver  Island  to  some  opposite  point  in  Washington 
Territory,  which  met  with  his  approbation,  but  we  are  sorry 
to  tind  that  no  steps,  up  to  tlie  present,  have  been  takiMi  in 
tliis  direction,  and  as  the  winter  s(;ason  is  ap])roaching,  (hiring 
whicli  int«!rruptions  most  frecjuently  occur,  we  are  extremely 
anxious  to  see  the  matter  taken  in  hand  without  delay.  This 
is  especially  desirable,  as  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Puget 
Sound  Telegraph  Company  to  extend  their  telegrapli  system 
to  Cape  Flattery  with  wliich  the  proposed  cable  wouhl 
connect. 

8.  Whilst  appreciating  the  "the  rebate  of  Customs  Duties" 
now  allowed  on  tin  plates  used  in  the  Canning  business,  and 
exported  foreign,  we  strongly  urge  that  the  rebate  Ije  increas- 
ed to  an  amount  ecjual  to  the  actual  duties  paid  on  all  raw 
materials  used,  in  order  that  the  important  industry  of  canne<l 
lish  and  tish  oils  may  be  fostered  to  the  utmost. 

0.  With  reference  to  the  Washino-ton  Treaty  which  makes 
provision  for  the  admission  of  "fish  and  tish  oils"  into  the 
United  States  free  of  duty,  we  would  mention  that  this 
Province  is  debarred  from  the  benefits  of  said  Treaty,  and  beg- 
to  press  upon  the  Dominion  Government  the  necessity  of  pro- 
viding for  the  extension  of  these  privileges  to  the  products  of 
the  Province. 

10.  Under  the  Terms  of  Union  the  Government  of  Canada 
undertook  the  management  and  maintenance  of  Quarantine 
matters  but  beyond  the  appointment  of  a  Quarantine  Officer 
no  provision  has  been  made  in  regard  to  them.  We  recom- 
mend that,  in  view  of  the  large  immigration  induced  by 
railway  construction,  it  is  of  great  importance  that  a  Quaran- 
tine Station  should  be  established  here  without  delay. 

11.  We  also  take  the  liberty  of  referring  you  to  the 
Petition  from  this  Board  praying  for  more  frequent  and 
regular  mail  communication  between  Puget  Sound  and  this 
Province.  We  then  stated  that  the  additional  service  asked 
for  (viz:  a  daily  mail,)  could  be  secured  for  a  slight  increase  in 
the  present  subsidy,  and  we  have  now  no  reason  to  change 
the  views  then  expressed.  We,  therefore,  solicit  your  hearty 
support  in  this  matter. 
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12.  Wo  woultl  fnrtlicr  point,  out  tlic  iirccssity  <>f  some 
fjoiioral  ])r()visi()ii  liciiit;,-  iiiudr  in  rdntion  to  l)Hnkrn|it('y.  Tliis 
sul>j(3C't  lifis  Item  t'rtMjncntly  urucil.  Mn<l  is  ;i  matter  <»t'  vital 
importance  to  tlie  mercantile  interests  of  this  Province. 

\'].  We  have  allnde^l  to  a  e-rcjit  luniiher  ot"  snhjects  of 
more  or  h'ss  importance  in  this  AcMress,  and  feel  nssnred  that 
they  will  he  ref(>rre(l  to  the  ])roper  quarter  and  will  i-eceive 
every  consideration,  and  we  trust  tliat  we  mav  look  forward 
in  future  to  the  ainniid  presence  of  some  Mend)er  of  the 
Dominion  Cahinet  in  this  Province,  as  the  more  its  vast 
resources  are  examine(l  and  its  advantages  noted,  the  more 
chance  there  will  he  of  an  influx  of  population  to  develop  the 
hidden  wealth  of  our  seas,  lands,  and  rivers.     We  rejj'ret   that 
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your  stay  has  been  so  hrief,  hut  look  forward  to  a  tniie  when 
you  can  make  a  more  lengthened  sojourn  anions  us,  and,  in 
conclusion,  we  trust  that  hoth  you  and  Lady  Tu})per  will  look 
back  to  this  vist  as  one  of  the  pleasant  memories  of  your  lives.

Sir  Charles  Tiipper's  reply  to  the  above,  (taken  from  the 
Daily  Colonist  of  10th  September,  1881,)  being  as  nearly  as 
possible  as  follows  — 

Sir  Charles  was  Itmdly  cheered  on  risine-  to  reply.  He 
Hai<l  it  would  he  difHcnlt  to  tii^id  wor<ls  to  express  ade(|uately 
his  appreciation  of  the  kind  manner  in  which  he  and  his  wife 
had  been  n'ceived  by  t  veryhody  in  British  Cohunbifi.  He  was 
not  (juite  sure  that  he  IkkI  (tone  a  wise  thiiin'  in  brin,n'inn'  Lady 
Tupper  with  him.  For  -S.")  years  he  had  been  accustomed  to 
consult  his  wife  u))on  all  important  subjects  and  had  learned 
to  place  a  very  large  amount  of  reliance  on  her  judniuent, 
because  it  was  always  unbiased.  But  he  found  that  she  was 
so  delighted  by  all  that  she  had  heard  and  experienced  here 
that  he  felt  that  in  future,  in  anything  relating  to  this  part  of 
the  country,  he  should  not  be  able  to  get  an  unbiased  opinion 
from  her.  (Creat  lauo-hter.)  In  all  seriousness  he  mit-ht  sav 
he  should  never  forget  the  pleasure  he  had  experienced  in 
visiting  British  Columbia,  and  he  regretted  that  his  stay  could 
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not  !»('  lonj^'cr.  He;  bopol,  as  tlio  address  just  read  ask«'(l, 
tliat  Mciiilpt  s  of  tlic  Dominion  (JovcrnnuMit  would  more 
fi('(|ucntly  visit  Hritisli  ( 'oluiidna.  Wlu-n  lu'  returned  and 
made  liis  report  tlie  only  (|uestion  that  would  disturli  tlie 
liarmony  of  the  Council  I>oard  woul<l  he,  who  shall  visit 
British  CohnMhia/  All  would  he  anxious  to  eome  (lau^'hter). 
No  (Government  could  discharux!  its  duty  to  this  most  interest- 
inn-  1^'ovince  without  knowing  more  ahout  it  than  tlu-y  now 
<lo.  He  had  sat  down  to  festive  hoards  in  (-anada,  I'^ngland, 
and  the  l-nited  States,  hut  never  had  he  hi-en  so  une(|ual  to 
resist  the  tem])tation  set  before  him  to-nin-ht.  Such  delicious 
food  as  he  had  just  partaken  of  was  not  e(|ualled  in  any  other 
part  of  ("onada.  The  fame  of  the  Driard  House  ha<l  reached 
him  l)efore  he  reached  J)ritish  Cohnahia,  and  nature  had 
furnished  the  cook  of  that  estahlishment  with  numerous  arti- 
cles on  which  to  exercise  his  art.  There  was  no  section  of  the 
country  where peo|)leenjoyed  life  more  than  in  this,  where  j)eoi)le 
seemed  so  ahleto  live  in  such  comfort  and  luxury,  and  \v)><'re  the 
lahorinn'  man  was  able  to  sustain  his  family  in  comfort.  He  was 
entirely  unprepared  to  meet  such  a  body  of  gentlemen  as  he  saw^ 
about  the1)oardt(»-night, and  he  should  carry  abouthim  the  deep- 
seated  conviction  that  in  doing  their  duty  )>y  British  Columbia 
the  Government  would  be  doing  its  duty  to  tlie  restof  Canada. 
(Cheers.)  He  was  delighted  to  kncnv  through  the  means  of 
the  address  the  views  of  the  mendjcrs  on  the  various  subjects 
touched  upon.  He  would  lay  those  views  before  his  colleagues, 
and  discuss  them  at  length,  and  all  that  they  could  do  in  the 
interest  of  the  whole  country  to  advance  the  interests  of  the 
Province  would  be  done,  willingly  and  satisfactorily.  (Cheers.) 
The  absence  of  one  subject  in  the  address  touched  him  more 
deeply  than  anything  that  it  contained.  That  was  the  absence 
of  complaint  of  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  Dominion.  The 
generous  sentiment  that  prompted  them  to  refrain  from  com- 
plaint was  all  the  more  appreciated  because  that  policy  pressed 
more  heavily  on  British  Columbia  tlian  upon  any  other 
Province.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  believetl  that  in  that  policy  lay 
the  germ  of  future  prosperity  for  British  Columlna.  In 
arranging  their  fiscal  policy  the  Government  had  had  no 
choice.  Under  the  former  policy  Canada  sank  day  by  (iay 
and  without  a  change  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  the 
Government  to  even  consider  the  question  of  a  transcontinental 
railway.  The  country  had  either  to  retrograde  or  progress. 
The  opposition  had  prophesied  the  failure  of  the  fiscal  policy, 
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hut  every  inchistry  ha<l  hecii  s(iiimlat('(l  l.y  it.  uikI  on  tlie  first 
of  July  last  in  place  of  a  deHcit  the  (Joxrnuin'Ut  lia<l  the 
pleasure  to  aiui(>une('  a  surplus  of  froui  .S2,()()(),()()()  to 
^.S,0()0,0()().  ((.^lift-rs.)  One  of  the  first  (luti.'s  of  tlie  (;oveni- 
inent  would  he  to  ^ive  hack  to  the  peo[)le  tliat  sur])lus  in  the 
rcuiission  of  taxes.  (C'li«'er,s.)  Tlu' (foverinneiit  were  toM  that 
if  they  earricil  this  fiseal  poliev  tlu-v  wouhl  he  uuahle  to  rai.se 
money  in  Kn^lauil  ;  hut  Sir  Charles  showe(l  that  they  liad 
raised  the  credit  of  (-anada  and  that  to-day  honds  tliat  Sir 
Richard  C'artwrinht  had  .sold  at  !U)  were  held  at  10')  in  the 
London  market.  (Clieers.)  Tlicy  were  told  that  they  would 
exasperate  the  Fnited  States  hy  the  imposition  of  a  hi^h  tariff 
and  tliat  .some  tine  morniuL;'  the  Americans  would  cross  tht;  line 
and  o()|)],l,>  u})  (/'ana<la.  (Laughter.)  Hy  adoptiiiL*"  the  pro- 
tective policy  of  the  United  States,  Canada  had  paid  that 
nation  tlie  highest  compliment — hocause  the  highest  possilde 
compliment  that  can  he  paid  is  imitation.  ( Lauehter.)  He 
eulo^izecl  the  Uniteil  States  for  their  national  ]>olicy  and  for 
])ayin<4  off  their  i;reattleht  hy  the  adoi)tion  of  that  policy.  'I'he 
future  of  the  two  countries  would  l»e  one  of  friendly  connner- 
cial  rivalry.  The  day  would  never  come  when  an  unfriendly 
shot  would  he  fired  hetween  the  Unite*!  States  an<l  C-anafhi. 
(Cheers.)  Tlu!*'e  \v'as  not  a  Briton  who  was  not  liorrifie(l  at 
the  (histardly  ai-tack  on  President  CJartield.  (Hear,  hear. )  He 
did  not  wish  to  see  C'anadians  hecome  hewers  of  wood  and 
drawers  of  water  for  Americans  and  the  protective  tariff"  had 
preserved  them  from  that.  The  protecttivt;  tariff'  was  tlie  only 
means  through  which  a  reciprocity  treaty  could  he  secured 
with  the  United  States.  In  the  most  influential  circles  in  the 
States  an  effort  was  heing  made  to  get  a  reciprocity  treaty,  and 
Sir  Charles  predicted  that  hefore  three  years  there  would  he 
reciprocity  in  coal  hetween  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
He  need  not  tell  them  what  that  would  do  for  British  Colum- 
hia.  (Cheers.)  The  people  of  the  United  States  had  a  great 
appreciation  for  No.  1,  and  it  was  hard  to  make  a  bargain  with 
an  American  unless  he  was  to  get  something  in  return. 
(Laughter.)  After  the  look  he  had  had  of  British  Columbia  Sir 
Charles  said  he  would  not  rest  satisfied  until  he  returned  again 
to  make  himself  better  acquainted  with  the  country  and  the 
thrift  and  enterprise  of  its  people. 

After  the  cheering  which  followed  this  eloquent  speech 
had  subsided,  Sir  Charles  rose  and  proposed  the  healths  of  the 
President,  the  Vice-President,  the  Secretary,  and  the  Board  of 
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Triult'.  H<'  s;ii(l  lie  Hfliiiirt'd  ll\*'  Pr('si«l('tjt/  us  tin-  Jirfliitcct  of 
Ills  own  forliiiir.  He  did  not  know  wlictlicr  lie  was  liorn  witli 
u  silxcr  .s|H)()ii  ill  his  nioiitli,  l»ul  il"  lie  was  lie  liud  swallowed  it. 
(( Irt'at  lau^litcr.)  Ilrliaij  lii'^ini  at  tlic  lowest  r^lll^■  (»)'  tlie 
ladiler  and  li\-  eiiterijiisc,  ener^\',  and  intelli'-i-nce  had  reaelied 
Ills  present  leadiiinand  eunmiandinj;'  position.  (Clieers.)  TIk' 
(Joveniiiieiit  woiiM  regard  veeoiimiendations  coininn'  from  tlw 
Hoard  wit  II  e\i'ry  consideration  and  as  i'ar  as  j)(>ssiltle  woiiM 
earrv  tliem  out.

estahlishment  of  mainifactories  and  the  atlvantau'cs  to  he  de- 
rived from  the  present  National  policy  can  only  he  fully 
realized  hy  a  large  increasi'  of  whitt'  population,  and  the  rapi<l 
completion  of  the  Cana<lian  Pacific  llailway,  and  would 
douhtless  tend  in  a  great  nu-asure  to  lessen  the  outcry  against 
tlie  infiux  of  Chines*-.  In  fui'therance  of  this  ohject  it  is  most 
important  that  the  Ihiihvay  Belt  on  the  Ahiinland  should  he 
thrown  o])en  to  settlement  at  the  earliest  po.ssihle  moment. 

(5.  The  total  absence  of  any  law  to  render  tlie  pr(jperty  of 
an  Insolvent  divisible  rateablv,  amongst  his  Crerlitors  is,  in  a 
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commercial  coniiiivinity,  a  suljtject  of  the  greatest  interest,  and 
any  well  consiilored  enactment  to  this  end  will  be  hailed  with 
much  oratilicution. 

7.  Our  peculiar  oeo»ira])hical  position,  which  your  visit 
here  will  render  you  familiar  with,  nuikes  any  advance  towards 
reciprocity  with  our  neigiibors  a  matter  of  C(jnsiuerable 
moment  to  our  trade,  as  opening  up  a  market  for  our  coal, 
lumber,  lish,  lish  oils,  and  other  articles  of  export,  and  we  hope 
the  Dominion  Government  will  be  }il)le  to  arrantje  \\ith  the 
United  States  a  "J'reaty  of  Commerce  end)racin«j;'  these  advan- 
tages. 

7a.  The  question  also  of  being  debai-red  from  a  partici- 
pation in  the  benefits  of  the  existing  Reciprocity  Treaty  with 
the  United  States  has  been  already  very  fully  placed  before 
the  Government  at  Ottawa,  yet  we  cannot  allow  this  oppor- 
tunity to  pass  without  calling  Your  Excellency's  attention  to 
it,  and  venture  to  express  the  hope  that  the  Government  will 
compensate  the  Province  for  this  loss  by  liberal  expenditures 
for  the  improvement  of  our  harbors  and  navigable  rivers  from 
which  the  industrie^i  referred  to  would  derive,  though  indi- 
rectly', great  encouragement. 

8.  The  subject  of  Pilots  and  Pilotage  is  another  matter 
which  urgently  requires  re-organization,  from  the  fact  that 
vessels  as  a  rule  call  at  Royal  lioads  (i.  e.  Port  of  Victoria) 
on  their  way  to  Nanaimo,  Burrard  Inlet  and  New  Westmin- 
ster, Jind  natarally  ex])ect  to  find  Pilots  at  or  below  Race 
Rocks,  ready  and  competent  to  take  them  to  any  port  in  the 
Province,  instead  of  being  met  with  a  conflict  of  authorities 
and  rates  for  three  separate  and  distinct  districts,  the  same 
as  though  they  represented  an  equal  number  of  foreign  ports. 
Ti>is  existing  system  of  Electoral  Pilotage  Districts  is  at 
variance  with  the  requirement)''  of  trade  and  commerce,  is 
unnecessarily  expensive  to  a  small  number  of  pilots,  enhances 
very  materially  the  port  charges  of  Merchant  vessels  and  has 
a  tendency  to  influence  them  to  prefer  Puget  Sound  to 
British  Columbia.  We  would  res])ectfully  submit,  therefore, 
that  some  steps  should  be  taken  not  only  to  amalgamate  the 
three  B.  C.  Districts  but  also  to  make  the  licenses  held  by 
all  Pilots  effective  for  the  whole  of  the  navigable  waters  of 
British  Columbia,  and  a  maximum  rate  established  that  may 
be  fairly  chargeable  to  vessels  loading  at  the  several  ports, 
iirespective  of  the  number  they  may  happen  to  call  at  during 
their  sta}'  in  British  Columbia  waters. 
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9.  The  telegraph  system  is  still  defective  and  unsuited 
to  the  wauts  of  the  Province,  as  there  is  always  some  conflict 
between  the  American  ar.d  Canadian  connections  whi^h  could 
be  considerably  lessened  and  the  system  very  much  improved 
by  the  laying  of  a  second  cable  from  Vancouver  Island  to 
Washington  Territory,  more  especially  as  the  Puget  Sound 
Company  are  now  extending  their  land  lines  to  Cape 
Flattery  (with  which  the  same  would  connect  i  and  supply  us 
with  much  useful  information  regarding  shipping,  and 
ensure  a  second  means  of  communication  during  the 
winter  months  more  particularly,  which  would  prove  of 
incalculable  benefit  to  our  merchants  in  the  event  of  anything 
happening  to  the  other  cable.  An  extension  of  the  office 
hours  so  as  to  correspond  with  those  of  the  connecting 
American  lines  would  also  appear  to  be  highly  desirable. 

10.  AVe  would  also  respectfully  call  Your  Excellency's 
attention  to  Clause  9  in  the  Terms  of  Union  with  British 
(>olumbia,  in  which  the  influence  of  your  Government  is  to 
be  used  "to  secure  the  continued  maintenance  of  the  Naval 
Station  at  Esquimalt."  The  maintenance  of  a  war  vessel  on 
this  station  has  hitherto  been  attended  with  veiy  desirable 
advantages,  not  the  least  among  them  being  the  preservation 
cf  order  among  the  numerous  tribes  of  Indians  on  our  coast, 
and  it  is  to  be  sincerely  ho])ed  that  your  Government  will 
make  such  representations  in  the  j)roper  quarter  as  will 
ensure  the  ])ermanent  station  of  at  least  one  of  Her  Majesty's 
vessels  in  these  waters. 

11.  The  announcement  made  bv  Your  Excellency,  on 
opening  the  Agricultral  Exhibition,  that  the  Canada  Pacific 
Railway  will  probably  be  completed  by  1887,  is  highly 
gratifying,  as  it  indicates  that  construction  will  soon  be  as 
vigorously  prosijcuted  Eastward  from  Kam loops  Lake  as 
Westward  from  Manitoba.  The  ])ioposed  change  of  route 
through  the  Rocky  Mountains,  from  Yellow  Head  Pass  to 
Kicking  Horse  Pass  considerably  shortens  the  Railway  in  the 
interests  of  the  Railway  Company,  and  reduces  the  length  of 
line  to  be  constructed  in  this  Province  by  some  75  miles, 
thus  affording  your  Government  a  favorable  opportunity  of 
stipulating  for  the  construction  of  the  Esquimalt-Nanaimo 
portion  of  the  trans-continental  railway,  the  omission  of 
which,  in  the  original  contract  with  the  Syndicate  has 
always  been  regarded  by  us  as  unfortunate.  We  need  hardly, 
at  this  period,  refer  to  the  loss  which  the  Province  has  sus- 
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tained  by  liaviug  the  lands  on  Vancouver  Island  locked  up 
for  so  mjiny  years  by  your  Government,  and  by  which  the 
settlement  and  progress  of  the  whole  of  Vancouver  Island, 
and  the  development  of  its  great  resources  of  coal  and  iron 
have  been  most  disastrously  affected;  this  subject  must  have 
been  fully  impressed  upon  Your  Excellency  by  the  remon- 
strances addressed  to  your  Government  from  time  to  time; 
further  reference,  therefore,  on  our  part  would  be  obtrusive. 

In  concluding  this  Address  we  beg  to  assure  Your 
Excellency  and  Her  Royal  Highness,  the  Princess  Louise, 
that  your  visit  to  this  Province  is  universally  .appreciated, 
and  trust  that  the  re])ort  which  Your  Excellency  will  be  able 
to  give  of  our  resoure(;s  and  climate  will  be  conducive  to  a 
large  and  rapid  increase  of  settlers,  and  that  your  visit  has 
been  a  pleasure  to  yourself  and  Her  lioyal  Highness.
